O'Xeill last night, "which comes from • 
the same source that gave me my clew 
to the whereabouts of Miss Goldman, 
Is tliat her^stateme/nts of her itinerary 
during July and August are perfectly 
true and that she was not in Chicago 
after July 12 until last Sunday mprn- 
ing. As a matter of fact, I must admit 
that we have no proof of any 4dnd 
against Miss Goldman or any .of the 
other prisoners. We are dependent en- 
tirely on Buffalo ,for the evidence or 
the papers that'witf enable us to h'old 
the suspects in custpdy." 


Captain Colleran'made the same ad- 


mission, and Mayor Harrison aaid: "It 
Is pretty plain now that there was no 
plot formed in Chicago. If there was a 
conspiracy anywhere, It was made la 
the east." 


The police made' public what they 


said was a complete set of the tele- 
grains which have passed between 
Chief Bull of Buffalo and Captain Col- 
leran.

This summer's girl will' know how to' 


swln} if one may Judge by the number 
of young women to be found In the 
Turkish bath tanks at unnaturally 
early hours in the morning practicing 
fancy strokes or sometimes taking les- 
sons from an attendant. 


Oddly enough, these girls say they 


learn more quickly in the tanks than at 
the regular swimming schools. At the 
schools most of the teachers use cork 
floats or trolley belts, and for some rea- 
son or other women fall to gain confi- 
dence while they have these artificial 
supports. 


"I don't believe in the cork floats," 


said a Turkish bath attendant who 


',» numbers many New 
York women 


"* among her swimming pupils. 
"They 


give some aid In acquiring the proper 
movements, but they fail to give the 


c learner confidence in herself at the very 
3 beginning. Once she has learned with 
J a belt she must begin and learn all 
•' over again without it. 


"The best way is to learn in a tank 


' before going into deep water at all. The 
very first lesson in swimming Is to 
make the pupil confident. If she strikes 
out in a tank, she knows that If she 
goes under she has only to pick herself 
up again. 
' "Sometimes I havo stretched a rope 
half way across the tank and have 
shown the learner that it is possible to 
reach it from the steps by pushing the 
foot back" against the steps as one 
starts. C-Hpe this has been done suc- 
cessfully and the swimmer has caught 
the rope at the end of the drive she has 
learned an important lesson—that is, 
that the water will bear her up If the 
body is properly poised. 
1 "Women learn to swim easily enough, 
but they are slow in acquiring style. 
They will not go slowly enough, and 
they never, or at least very rarely, un- 
derstand the impetus that sends the 
body along through the water. They 
flepend too much on the hands and legs. 
But style in swimming means much 
besides being graceful; for it indicates 
courage, coolness, self confidence and a 
thorough enjoyment of the exercise. 


"Women soon learn to use their arms 


gracefully, but their leg movements 
are wild and terrible. To cure this I 
have often had swimmers hold OB to 
the side rail of the tank and "practice 
the leg stroke only. Sometimes 1 take 
the pupil's feet in my bands and move 
the limbs automatically in the proper 
time) counting for each movement Aft- 
er guiding the pupil in this way she 
will count as she swims alone and 
finally masters the motion. 


"The grace of a swimmer largely de- 


pends on the power and sweep of her 
stroke. The hands, pointed directly 
ahead, should be held together wjijle 
the swimmer counts one slowly after 
bringing the,finger tips In touch. Rest- 
ing on the stroke for this one moment 
allows the body to drive ahead from 
the Impetus1 given by the kick. Most 
women part the, hands immediately on. 
touching -them and thus waste force 
and retard theft? progress."—New [York 
Sun.

Aboot Summer Diet. 


A physician who has reduced the sci- 


ence of health to a system qf diet and 
exercise, with abundant bathing, de- 
clares that no meats, excepting lamb 
and chicken, should bo eaten in hot 
weather, to which list, however, he 
adds fresh fish. Certain It is that much 
meat is unnecessary for even laboring 
men with the mercury among the nine- 
ties. The lazy West Indian negro 
grows fat on conchas and bananas, the 
East Indian cooly toils all day long on 
his rations of rice. The hardy Arab 
conquered the world on a diet of dates 
and barley bread and ceased to be the 
terror of Europe only when he found 
such fare too simple for his taste. Ce- 
real and milk for breakfast, bread and 
eggs with fruit for luncheon, soup und 
vegetables, with little or no meat, and 
a salad, may be the chief of the sum- 
mer diet, in which there is sufficient 
nutriment. Oatmeal as a cereal Is too 
heating to the blood to be advised. In 
fact, heavy workers, such as farmers, 
are alone the people for whom a steady 
diet of oatuieal Is wholesome. 


Growth of Day NnrB«rIe«. 


One of the significant facts of city 


life Is the growth of the day nurseries. 
They have grown at the rate of 200 
per cent In the last five or six years. 
Originally intended for the babies of 
widows, it is found that 90 per cent of 
the children in day nurseries have both 
parents living. The mother is obliged 
to go out to work because her husband 
Is out of work or Is 111 and cannot work 
or Is dissipated. 


Even with the rapid Increase in the 


number of day nurseries there Js al- 
ways a surplus of applicants. Wheth- 
er this indicates that more and more 
married women are becoming wage 
earners as 
well as 
housekeepers, 


\vhdther it means that more and more 
fathers cannot support their families 
or that they are losing their sense of 
responsibility in the matter and do not 
try, is an Interesting question.—Har- 
per's Bazar. 


Women Artists nt London Academy. 


No fewer than 270 women artists are 


represented this year at the Royal 
academy in London by works in oil, 
water color, black and white, marble or 
metal. This is a falling off of about 20 
from last year's exhibit, but this is not 
surprising when it is understood that 
the total works of all kinds In the pres- 
ent academy Is only 1,823 as compared 
with 2,057 last year. The women's ex- 
hibit consists of 150 miniatures, 113 
paintings In oil, 55 water colors and 
pastels, 20 works of various kinds in 


j black and white and 28 examples in the 
sculpture galleries. One of the most 
admired of all the works in this year's 
academy, either toy men or women, is 
Mrs. M. L. Waller's "Bobby Abercrom- 
by." It is described as a "sympathetic 
study of childhood" by the critics and 
declared to be clever.—Chicago Trib- 
une.

' American Face 1» Mot Distinctive 
In Any Seuae of the' Word. 
"Faces present many interesting stud.- 


les," said an observant citizen who had 
just scanned one of the comic papers, 
"and I have been conducting a quiet lit- 
tle autographic study with the human 
face as tho basis. 1 .have come to the 
conclusion that the American face is not 
distinctive in any sense of the word, or, 
if'it has any distinctive feature, it is in 
the fact that there Is no strong charac- 
teristic that would differentiate it from 
other faces of superior1 races. There is 
nothing that will call It up in the inind 
from the world's group of Caucasian 
faces. 1?ct this is not true of other white- 
skinned races. The English face, the 
Jew face, the Irish face, the Italian face, 
the Chinese face, the Japanese face, the 
French face," the Indian face and even 
tfie ne'gto face, jail these have something 
about them which will call up a definite 
picture in one's mind. 
MThe English face is a trifle dim in tho 


mind's eye, and yet one may think of the 
high forehead and the high cheek bones. 
The French face la distinctive. The Ital- 
ian face, while not strongly 'portrayed in 
the mind's picture, is yet definite enough. 
The Jew face is easily differentiated, and 
one may say the same of the Irish face. 
Memory may,slightly mix for the mo- 
ment the Chinese and the Japanese face, 
but still the line o£ difference is clearly 
nidrked. There is Lo, the poor Indian, 
whose face one may never forget. The 
negro face is thoroughly distinctive. 


"But what shall one say of the Amer- 


ican face? Take this comic paper I have 
been scanning. And, by the way, there- 
is one curious tiling about the faces 
which one may find in'comic papers, a 
thins which one may call a polite slan- 
der in Caricaturing. The Jew face, the 
Irish face and the- African face are tho 
favorites with the men who grind out 
the alleged comical pictorials. They al- 
ways make a clownish money grabber of 
the Jew, a representation as unjust as 
the old stage portrayal of Shylock or tho 
Jew of Malta with his cap, his red fringe 
of whiskers, his wijf and his cringing 
inien. They were equally unjust to Pat, 
for Erin's son is nearly always a ditcher, 
With his pick, his pipe and his overalls, 
and the only justice they do him is in 
preserving his inimitable wit. They ftfil 
to do even so much for tho Jew. In both 
cases the pictures show signs of having 
been made with the meat ax on the 
butcher's block, for they preserve noth- 
ing but tho grotesque abnormalities of 
the two races. And the negro—well, he 
is always hanging around the hen roost. 


"But these faces stand out merely as 


types and not as serious portrayals of the 
facial characteristics of the races to 
which they belong. They are of course 
suggestive of certain peculiarities which 
are common to all members of the races 
represented. But they are horrible exag- 
gerations, unjust and almost criminal ex- 
aggerations, for it cannot be said that 
they are accepted with indifference by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
the other. 


"But I was speaking of the American 


face, with its lack of distinctiveness," 
the observant citizen continued. "The 
American face is probably peculiar in 
some ways. It is peculiar in its cosmo- 
politanism. 
It is in one sense a com- 


posite face. 
It is international in oue 


sense, for here and there one may find 
the traces which suggest a relation to 
this, that or the other race. It may be a 
line or a ligament bequeathed by an 
early English ancestry or something sug- 
gestive of Teutonic origin or a sharp sug- 
gestion of the Frenchman's face or the 
Irishman's or the Italian's or tho Scotch- 
man's or souio slight hint which would 
lend oue back through the flood and 
tears of the ages to the sterling old fore- 
fathers who lived in foreign countries 
and died under different flags and in tlif- 
fercnt clinics long before the Mayflower 
touched her bow against tho soil of the 
new western woild. Of course the Amer- 
ican may be picked out in the crowd. 


"But when one must deal with the 


American abstractly one can scarcely 
call up the American face. Uncle Sam, 
with his striped trousers, his sharply cut 
coat, his plug hat, bis whiskers and his 
bland, good natured face, is a happy con- 
ception, yet ho may never hope to por- 
tray the matchless and indescribable cos- 
mopolitanism of tho American face. 
It 


is too unique in its likenesses and unlike- 
ne&ses. The lines and ligaments, tbe 
muscular interlacements, the curves and 
arches of the forehead are still there, 
and yet they are too delicately traced to- 
be remembered when the face has passed 
the memory. 


"So I have reached the conclusion aft- 


er these reflections that the American 
face is not 'distinctive in the sense that 
the niind may call it up nt any time and 
separate it from the faces which are 
associated with other superior races. 
Among the home folk there are certain 
things which will enable one- to call up a 
face which is probably distinctive in its 
Americanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
cepted as the face which would correctly 
and adequately represent the whole race 
of Americans. For instance, there is 
what may be popularly called the Reu- 
ben face, the face'which one may find In 
the rural sections of the "United States, 
the face of the agriculturist and the'] 
farmer. There is a certain type in the 
remoter country sections which is prob- 
ably peculiar to "Uncle Sam's domain, 
and yet it would fall far short of reprc- 
if

MICROBES. 


Nature's Great and Unfailing Weapon 


Agaluvt Them la Sunnhlne. 


Half the deaths in the world are now 


known to be caused by microbes. In nor- 
mal health about 70 distinct species are 
ordinarily present in the whole body. Lo- 
cal or climatic conditions! might lessen the 
number somewhat or increase it to sever- 
al hundred. 


The entire mucous membrane of the 


bod}' is infcbted by microbes. The eye ia, 
however, comparatively free, because it 
is constantly washed by tears. The di- 


&tive organs, next to the skin, contain 


the most microbes. Thirty species inhab- 
it the mouth, 30 the stomach and 45 the 
lower part of the interior o£ the body. 


The tonsils in the throat are often found 


to contain germs of till sorts. The lunps, 
windpipe and bronchial tubes are always 
likely to contain a few tubercle bacilli— 
diphtheria, influenza and pneumonia. The 
liver and kidneys harbor germs of cancer, 
tuberculosis, malaria and typhoid fever. 
Sometimes all of these are present at the 
same time along with, muriy harmless 
germs. 


If a section of tbo ordinarily healthy 


forearm were placed under the micro- 
scope, it might show here and there tuber- 
cle, tetanus (lockjaw), malnrinl or blood 
poisoning bacilli, but they would be rare. 


Nature's great and unfailing weapon 


against microbes is sunshine. Sometipies 
It takes a few minutes, sometimes weeks, 
but in the end a direct ray of sunlight 
will kill any microbe. 


What are microbes? They are very low- 


orders of animal or vegetable, life. Tho 
majority of those which inhabit tho hu- 
man body are believed to be vegetable. 


The air swarms with microbes. Exper- 


iment shows that in one minute in the air 
of a living room from 50 to 100 microbes 
will fall on one square inch of gelatin. 


One microbe, the Mycodermn ncoti, is a 


dipsomaniac. No human being ever hud 
the thirst for alcohol that this microbe 
possesses. It will turn the finest wine 
ever made into vinegar in a few hours. 


Strange to say, this groggy microbe 


never touches liquor 
which 
contains 


above 10 per cent alcohol, showing thnt 
its taste is refined. In the human stom- 
ach it is harmless. 


A list of the common diseases known to 


be canned by microbes is: Consumption, 
pneumonia, diphtheria, scarlet fever, lock 
juw, malaria, typhoid, 
smallpox, 
thi 


plague, lepro«y, hiiluenzn, cancer, chol 
era, blood poisoning, erysipelas, rheuma- 
tism, eczoiua, hydrophobia, measles und 
yellow fever.—London Express.

service of humanity iu general. Suicide 
is therefore immoral. Our life is given 
to nt to be used until its natural end in 
the --service of others. But the suicide en- 
joys life only so long as it seems pleasant 
to him, whereas in nil probability its uae- 
fulne&s i-i just beginning when it becomes 
unpleasant. Every task is disagreeable at 
first.

Professpr Schallgrusber 
of Gaetz was the first to call attention to 
this practice in a report which he made 
in 1822 to the Austrian government on 
the cause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. He 
found that arsenic was kept in most of 
the bouses in upper Stjria under the 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "buttcnrauch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years afterward the arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till 1860 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence.

ing powers. Owing to the fact that the 
sale of arsenic iff Illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
but increased day by day until it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. He found that the ar- 
senic eaters were usually long lired, 
though liable to sudden death. They have 
a very fresh, youthful appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dose the usual symptoms 


of blight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Salzbcrg it is 


stated that workmen who are not arsenic 
enters soon succumb to the fumes. The 
manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. Heise that he had been medically ad- 
vKod to eat arsenic before taking up his 
pobition. 
He considered that no one 


bhoiikl begin the practice before 12 years 
old nor after 30 and that in any case aft- 
er 50 years of age the daily dose should 
bo gradually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden death would ensue. 
If a con- 


firmed arsenic eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, he im- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
feenic poisoning. The only way to obviate 
this is gradually to acclimatize the sys- 
tem by reducing the dose from day to 
day. 
As another evidence of the cumu- 


lative proppitic-s of arfconic it is interest- 
ing to note that when tho gravejnrds in 
upper Styria are opened the bodies of the 
nrM'nie caters Am be distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preservation, 
due 1o the gradually accumulated arsenic.

On her 
way here she stopped at La Hacha, 
situated in Colombia, on the west side 
of the Guajlra peninsula, about 100 
miles northwest of Maracaibo. 
The 


Suchet brings a report that the steam- 
ship Alexandre Bixio lauded 1.000 Co- 
opibiaai tioops from Barranqullla and 
Cartagena at La Haclia on Sept. 9. 
The Venezuelan gunboats Zumbador 
and Miranda and two others were off 
La Hacha. 
They were visible from 


the town, the inhabitants of which 
daily expected Venezuelan troops to be 
landed at or near La Hacha. 
The 


Colombian troops there were awaiting 
an attack. Within the last week the 
Colombians in La Hacha have received 
large re-enforcements. 


The Colombian gunboat General Pin- 


zon was seen on Sept. 9 off La Hacha, 
but immediately on the arrival of the 
four Venezuelan gunboats the Pinsou 
put about and steamed away. The offi- 
cers of the Suchet believe that fighting 
has occurred at La Hacha.
